Union 
officials 
and 
racketeers who hoped to b ranch 
out from Portland and ‘Take over 
the whole itate of Oregon.” 
He told his story to a special 
Senate committee which has open­ 
ed a b road investigation of al­ 
leged racketeering in lab or groups 
and industry. 
.A.S a front man, Elkins said, Ik* 
was b eing pressured to open up 
more gamb ling joints, houses ot 
prostitution, 
punchb oard 
opera­ 
tions and the like in Portland. He 
said he told them it couldn’t b e 
done while the police kept raiding 
places as soon as they were 
opened.

Police Chief Stayed In Office 
The witness said the police

‘‘So they weren’t successful in 
removing the police chief, were 
they?” asked Sen. McCarthy (R- 
Wis» , a committee memb er. 
“ No, b ut they were successful in 
getting the mayor defeated,” El­ 
kins replied. 
Today’s hearing opened with a 
report that Carl Elkins, Jam es’ 
61-year-old b rother, had received 
a death threat last night. Chair­ 
man McClellan (D-Ark) immedi­ 
ately decla-ed that all witnesses 
in the inquiry will b e protected 
and ‘‘the challenge to law and 
order” met. 
Jam es Elkins today named two

on the telephone ‘‘when things 
wasn’t going very good.” He said 
this includeiJ things in San F ran­ 
cisco as well as Portland and Se­ 
attle, although he gave no details 
ab out San Francisco.

What Happens If 
rC h ief Is Disabled? 


What happens if the President of the 
United States is unable to perform his duties? 
Who should determine that he is incapacitated? 
How should the decision be made? When? 
These and other perplexing questions, not 
specifically answered in the Constitution, are 
due for long and serious study on Capitol Hill 
beginning today. A resolution that is now the 
unfinished business of the Senate would estab­ 
lish a special joint Congressional committee to 
study “all matters connected with the election, 
sucoession and duties of the President and Vice 
President.” The measure expressly sets forth as 
a subject for investigation “inability of the Presi­ 
dent to discharge his powers and duties.” 
Committee Chairman Emanuel Celler (D- 
NY) of the House Judiciary Committee and Rep. 
Kenneth B. Keating (R-NY), rankmg minority 
member, are backing a proposal to give the Vice 
President authority to decide when a stricken 
President is unable to perform his duties. Hep. 
Peter Frelinghuysen Jr. (R-NJ) is sponsoring a 
constitutional amendment that would have the 
Supreme Court determine Presidential inability 
upon the suggestion of Congress. Sen. Frederick 
G. Payne (R-Maine) has introduced a hill that 
would establish a Hoover-type commission to 
study Presidential inability, also the Electoral 
College method of selecting the President and 
the role in government of the Vice President. 
The general idea of spelling out the proced­ 
ures to be followed when the Chief Executive be­ 
comes incapacitated has the expressed blessing 
of President Eisenhower. When lEisenhower an­ 
nounced his availability for a second term he 
said: “As quickly as legislation could be drawn 
up that would convince us all that it did clarify 
. . . the conflicting ideas . . . I would be for 
it . . . just as soon as possible.”

Presidential Service 


The lir.st task of a President is to be sure that he 
is well serviced. Obviously it would have been impossi­ 
ble tor President Eisenhower to have delivered his 
speech on the problems of Israel had he been adequate­ 
ly serviced, for the essential proposition of that speech 
was an untenable one, namely, that although Soviet 
Russia committed international crimes, nothing can be 
■ done about Soviet Russia because of the enormous size 
and power of that country and because Russia possess­ 
es the veto in the Security Council. Nevertheless it is 
possible to punish a country which is smaller and less 
powerful than Soviet Russia and which does not pos­ 
sess the power of veto in the Security Council. These 
are the President’s exact words; 


“ No one deplores more than I the fact that the 
Soviet Union ignores the resolutions of the United 
Nations. Also, no nation is more vigorous than is 
the United States in seeking to exert moral pres­ 
sure against the Soviet Union, which by reason of 
Its size and power and by reason of its veto in the 
Security Council, is relatively impervious to other 
types of sanction. 


“The United States and other free nations are 
making clear by every means at their command the 
evil of Soviet conduct in Hungary. It would be indeed, 
a sad day if the United States ever felt that it had to 
subject Israel to the same type of moral pressure as 
is being applied to the Soviet Union.” 
On February 21, Secretary of State John Foster 
llulles and Maxwell Rabb, Secretary to the Cabinet, 
met with eight citizens who are influential Jews, at 
the request of the White House. A press story was 
given out suggesting that a distinction was being made 
between Zionists and non-Zionists and giving the im­ 
pression that the eight were non-Zionists, which hap­ 
pened not to be true. All of them are distinguished for 
their services to Israel, particularly in the matter of 
fund raising and the sale of Israel bonds in this coun­ 
try. Again, there was evidence of poor service and in­ 
accurate information to the President. 


It was suggested in the news stories that were 
given out that these gentlemen would be primed to 
bring pressure on Israel, which they rould not do. 
The word, pressure, was toned down in subsequent 
releases to the press. The gentlemen were embar­ 
rassed by the entire proceedings and gave out 
their own interviews which clearly indicated that 
they would continue to raise funds for Israel, John 
Foster Dulles and Maxwell Rabb notwithstanding. 


1 
Another instance of bad servicing is undoubtedly 
the witnessing of Henry Byroade before the Senate 
committees studying the Middle Eastern proposals of 
the President. Byroade is a State Department peren­ 
nial who went with General George Marshall to China 
as an expert and so expertized that General Marshall 
has since been in a dilemma to explain how it hap­ 
pened that a long truce he advocated benefited the 
Chinese Reds. Then Byroade was taken off the Far 
East and eventually landed in Egypt where he should 
have known that Nasser had made a separate deal 
with the Russians to exchange arms for cotton and 
where he should have known that Nasser planned to 
seize the Suez Canal. 
When he appeared before the Senate committees 
as an expert witness, Byroade seemed, to some Sena­ 
tors, to hold the view that the United States should 
finance Egypt so that that country can buy more arms 
from Soviet Russia, it sounds queer as one says it, 
but some of the Senators gathered that impression. 


The President of the United States has an 
exceedingly difficult position and when he is in­ 
adequately serviced, errors are made which often 
. 
are of such a magnitude that they never can be 
•i 
corrected. 
The President should have carefully 
gathered and evaluated data from which the fat of 
emotionalism and prejudice has been cut away. No 
other man presently possesses such powers as the 
President of the United States and therefore no 
other man can make such monumental mistakes. 


The $72,000,000,000 budget, which if everything were 
included would come closer to $100,000,000,000, is an 
error of judgment which even Mr. Eisenhower’s Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury and friend, George Humphrey, 
had to denounce. That budget can probably be cut 
by $7.000,000,000, but the way it stands, it makes 
peace more devastating than war.

Senate Democrats Fiddle While Mideast Burns 


WASHINGTON — The Senate 
quibbles while the Middle East 
burns and American leadership 
is frustrated. Will the American 
people begin to ask them.selves 
soon if they made a grave mis­ 
take in electing a Democratic 
Congress last November^ 
For 
the effects of a divided govern­ 
ment—-with one party in control

Constant Alertness To Rabies Is Needed 


By Dr. Theodore R. Van Dellen 
Ten to 24 persons died each 
year from rabies during the per­ 
iod 1949-54. This is not a large 
number but the mortality rate 
does not reflect the magnitude 
of the problem of controling the 
diesease. 
Large sums of money are ex­ 
pended annually on the Pasteur 
treatment and to investigate the 
thousands of animal bites report­ 
ed to health departments. Labora­ 
tories and kennels must be main­ 
tained to study 
and 
h o u s e 
suspected animals and to handle 
the problems of stray dogs and 
cats. To all this can be added tiie 


financial loss .suffered by the 
farmer and home owner who lose 
live stock, and valuable pets be­ 
cause of rabies. 
It has been estimated that 93 
per cent of all cases of human 
rabies stem from the bite of a 
pet dog or cat. These animals 
acquire the infection from strays 
who in turn get rabies from cat­ 
tle and from undomesticated ani­ 
mals such as foxes, skunks, and 
bats.

it becomes obvious that immuni­ 
zation of our pets is the answer. 
In this way. Hover will act as a 
barrier between man and .strays. 
He benefits because rabies is ju.st 
as hard on him as on humans. 
Vaccination is not new and has 
worked well in areas where at 
least 70 per cent of all dogs are 
immunized. Control measures al­ 
so 
include 
the 
elimination 
of 
strays and an adequate liceiusing 
system for identification of ani­ 
mals known to have been bitten 
by a rabid or suspected beast. 
The disease, once acquired, in­ 
variably is fatal. But only half 
the rabid dogs arc capable ot 
transmitting the viru.s. 
In this respect, there is a .50-50 
chance of dying when bitten by 
a rabid animal. 
Much depends upon the concen­ 
tration of the rab'es virus in the 
dog’s saliva and what part of the 
body is bitten. The mo.st suscep­ 
tible areas are the head, neck, 
and face, which are closest to the 
brain. 
The 
depth of the bite also 
counts. Clothing makes a differ­ 
ence because it removes saliva a.s 
the animal’s teeth pass thru the 
cloth before penetrating the skin. 
The Pasteur treatment always 
is recommended when a person 
is attacked by a dog known lo be 
rabid or later proved so. But this 
vaccine takes time to work and 
may not protect the victim. The 
new 
hyperimmune serum 
pro­ 
vides temporary but immediate 
protection. Combining the two us 
so effective that the plan is hailed 
as one of the most notable ad­ 
vances since Pasteur’s original 
work on the disease.

What

United States is unable to perform his duties? 
Who should determ ine that he is incapacitated? 
How should the decision be made? When? 
These and other perplexing questions, not 
specifically answered in the Constitution, are 
due for long and serious study on Capitol Hill 
beginning today. A resolution that is now the 
unfinished business of the Senate would estab­ 
lish a special joint Congressional com mittee to 
study “all matters connected with the election, 
succession and duties of the President and Vice 
President.” The measure expressly sets forth as 
a subject for investigation “inability of the Presi­ 
dent to discharge his powers and duties.” 
Com m ittee Chairman Emanuel Ceiler <I)» 
NY) of the House Judiciary Committee and Rep. 
Kenneth B. Keating iR-NYl, ranking minority 
member, are backing a proposal to give the Vice 
President authority to decide when a stricken 
President is unable to perform his duties. Rep. 
Peter Frelinghuvsen Jr. ( RNJ ! is sponsoring a 
constitutional amendment that would have the 
Supreme Court determine Presidential inability 
upon the suggestion of Congress. Sen. Frederick 
G. Payne (R-M aine) has introduced a hill that 
would establish a Hoover-type commission to 
study Presidential inability, also the Electoral 
College method of selecting the President and 
the role in governm ent of the Vice President. 
The general idea of spelling out the proced­ 
ures to be followed when the Chief Executive be­ 
comes incapacitated has the expressed blessing 
of President Eisenhower. When 'Eisenhower an­ 
nounced his availability for a .second term he 
said: “As quickly as legislation could be drawn 
up that would convince us all that it did clarify 
. . . the conflicting ideas . . . I would be for 
it . . . just as soon as possible.”

Presidential Service 


The first task of a President is to be sure that he 
is well serviced. Obviously it would have been impose!- 
ble for President Eisenhower to have delivered his 
speech on the problem s of Israel had he been adequate­ 
ly serviced, for the essential proposition of that speech 
was an untenable one, namely, that although Soviet 
Russia com m itted international crim es, nothing can be 
done about Soviet Russia because of the enormous size 
and power of that country and because Russia possess­ 
es the veto in the Security Council. Nevertheless it is 
possible to punish a country which is sm aller and less 
powerful than Soviet Russia and which does not pos­ 
sess the power of veto in the Security Council. These 
are the President s exact words: 


uNo one deplores more than I the fart that the 
Soviet Union ignores the resolutions of the United 
Nations. Also, no nation is more vigorous than is 
the United States in seeking to exert moral pres­ 
sure against the Soviet Union, which by reason of 
Its size and power and by reason of its veto in th.* 
Security Council, is relatively impervious to other 
types of sanction. 


“The United States and other free nations are 
making clear by every means at their command the 
evil of Soviet conduct in Hungary. It would be indeed, 
a sad day if the United States ever felt that it had to 
subject Israel to the same type of moral pressure as 
is being applied to the Soviet Union.” 
On February 21, Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles and Maxwell Rabb. Secretary to the Cabinet, 
met with eight citizens who are influential Jews, at 
the request of the White House. A press story was 
given out suggesting that a distinction was being m ade 
between Zionists and non-Zionists and giving the im ­ 
pression that the eight were non-Zionists, which hap­ 
pened not to be true. All of them are distinguished for 
their services to Israel, particularly in the m atter of 
fund raising and the sale of Israel bonds in this coun­ 
try. Again, there was evidence of poor service and in­ 
accurate inform ation to the President. 


It was suggested in the news stories that were 
given out that these gentlemen would be primed to 
bring pressure on Israel, which they could not do. 
The word, pressure, was toned down in subsequent 
releases to the press. The gentlemen were embar­ 
rassed by the entire proceedings and gave out 
their own interviews which clearly indicated that 
they would continue to raise funds for Israel, John 
Foster Dulles and Maxwell Rahb notwithstanding. 


Another instance of bad servicing is undoubtedly 
the witnessing of Henry Byroade before the Senate 
committees studying the Middle Eastern proposals of 
the President. Byroade is a State Departm ent peren­ 
nial who went with General George M arshall to China 
as an expert and so expertized that General Marshall 
has since been in a dilemma to explain how it hap­ 
pened that a long truce he advocated benefited the 
Chinese Reds. Then Byroade was taken off the F ar 
East and eventually landed in Egypt where he should 
have known that Nasser had made a separate deal 
with the Russians to exchange arm s for cotton and 
where he should have known that Nasser planned to 
seize the Suez Canal. 
When he appeared before the Senate committees 
as an expert witness. Byroade seemed, to some Sena­ 
tors, to hold the view that the United States should 
finance Egypt so that that country can buy more arm s 
from Soviet Russia. It sounds queer as one says it, 
but some of the Senators gathered that impression. 


^ 
The President of the United States has an 
exceedingly difficult position and when he is in­ 
adequately serviced, errors are made which often 
are of such a magnitude that they never can be 
corrected. 
The President should have carefully 
gathered and evaluated data from which the fat of 
emotionalism and prejudice has been cut away. No 
other man presently possesses such powers as the 
President of the United States and therefore no 
other man can make such monumental mistakes. 


The $72,000,000,000 budget, which if everything were 
included would com e closer to $100,000,000,000, is an 
error of judgm ent which even Mr. Eisenhower’s Secre­ 
tary of the T reasury and friend, George Humphrey, 
had to denounce. That budget can probably be cut 
by $7,000,000,000, but the way it stands, it makes 
peace more devastating than war.

Senate Democrats Fiddle While Mideast Burns 


WASHINGTON — The Senate 
quibbles while the Middle E ast 
burns and American leadership 
is frustrated. Will the American 
people begin to ask them selves 
soon if they made a grave m is­ 
take in electing a Democratic 
Congress last November? 
For 
the effects of a divided govern­ 
ment—with one party in control 
of the White House and the oppo­ 
site party in control of Congress 
—are growing so serious as pos­ 
sibly to endanger the peace of 
the United States.

Johnson of Texas, had to say 
frankly to the Senate on Monday 
of this week that one of the prob­ 
lems he had last week was to 
find one Senator to speak and 
another to be present.

Ten to 24 persons died each 
year from rabies during the per­ 
iod 1949-54. This is not a large 
number but the mortality rate 
does not reflect the m agnitude 
of the problem of controling the 
diesease. 
Large sums of money are ex­ 
pended annually on the Pasteur 
treatm ent and to investigate the 
thousands of animal bites report­ 
ed to health departm ents. Labora­ 
tories and kennels must be m ain­ 
tained to study

suspected animals and to handle 
the problems of stray dogs and 
cats. To all this can be added tile 


financial loss suffered by the 
farmer and home owner who lase 
live stock, and valuable pets be­ 
cause of rabies. 
It has been estim ated that 93 
per cent of all cases of human 
rabies stem from the bite of a 
pet dog or cat. These animals 
acquire the infection from strays 
who in turn get rabies from cat­ 
tle and from undomesticated ani­ 
mals such as foxes, skunks, and 
bats.

He benefits because rabies is just 
as hard on him as on humans. 
Vaccination is not new and has 
worked well in areas where at 
least 70 per cent of all dogs are 
immunized. Control m easures al­ 
so 
include 
the

strays and an adequate licensing 
system for identification of ani­ 
m als known to have been bitten 
by a rabid or suspected beast 
The disease, once acquired, in­ 
variably is fatal. But only half 
the rabid dogs are capable of 
transm itting the virus. 
In this respect, there is a 50-50 
chance of dying when bitten by 
a rabid animal. 
Much depends upon the concen­ 
tration of the rabies virus in the 
dog’s saliva and what part of the 
body is bitten. The most suscep­ 
tible areas are the head, neck, 
and face, which are closest to the 
brain. 
The 
depth of the 
bite 
also 
counts. Clothing m akes a differ­ 
ence because it removes saliva as 
the anim al’s teeth pass thru the 
cloth before penetrating the skin. 
The Pasteur treatm ent always 
is recommended when a person 
is attacked by a dog known to be 
rabid or later proved so. But this 
vaccine takes time to work and 
m ay not protect the victim. The 
new 
hyperimmune serum 
pro­ 
vides tem porary but im m ediate 
protection. Combining the two is 
so effective that the plan is hailed 
as one of the most notable ad­ 
vances since P asteur’s original 
work on the disease.

Penalty Planned 
In Auction Law 


A penalty for failure to comply 
with the provisions of a law regu­ 
lating public auctions is provided 
in House Bill 528, which was in­ 
troduced by Del. Kermit S. Glot- 
felty. 
The 
penalty clause provides 
that "any person, firm or corpor­ 
ation violating the provisions of 
this section shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be subject to a fine of not 
less than $500." 
The law enacted in 1953 for 
Garrett 
County 
provides 
that 
holders of regular auctions fur­ 
nish bond with cash or corporate 
surety not less than 90 per cent of 
the average total sales in the 
previous year. 
The bond, according to the law, 
protects 
consignors 
who 
send 
goods for sale at the auction and 
who are not paid promptly for 
any goods sold.
